WORKING FOR FIELDEN AND SCHWAB. 

No petition for pardon has been presented 
to the Executive in bebaif of. Fielden and 
Schwab since their confinement -in the peni- 
tentiary. Their friends have been working 
for their ein a different manner, and 
80 quietly aie force of their actions bas 
not made am impression upon the public 
mind. 

Moses Salomon of Chicago was one of the 
attorneys who assisted in the detense of 
these men. While hope died witnin the 
breasts of his associates when Spies and his 
companions werg swung into eternity at the 
rope’s end, Salomon bas never despaired of 
devising some means of gaining for Fielden 
and Schwab their liberty, and be has been at 


work for nearly two years to do this.

The granting of the writ is a duty devolv- 
ing upon the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State, and he does so, not be- 
cause he is convinced the rulings of the 
State Court are incorrect, but because he 1s 
not prepared to say a Federal question is not 
involved, and’ because’ be desires to relieve 
the State Court of the odium of standing in 
the way of allowing justice to be done. 

A FAR-REACHING QUESTION. 

This question has never before been raised 
in the annals of the country, and hence the 
action of the United States Supreme Court 
will be ) -awaited. Should it decide 
that the right @xists to prisoners to be pres- 
ent in the State Supreme Court when final 
judgment is passed, then not only Fielden, 
Schwab, and Neebe get a new trial, but 
Spies, Parsons, Fischer, and Engel iliegaily 
suffered the death penalty, and every in- 
mate of the prisons of the State whose case 
bas received an affirmative judgment in the 
State Court without the prisoner being pres- 
ent in person bas been illegally imprisoned. 

While lawyers conversant with the case 
in all its details do not fear or anticipate any 
such determination of the case as this, yet 
the fact that. there is a possibility of just 
such a termination remains and must not be 
jost sight of, and it may be said the con- 
detaned Anarchists at Joliet can still enter- 
tain some hope of again breathing the air_of 
freedom. 

The legal points involved are best stated in 
the order given to Mr. Saiomon by Chief 
Justice Shope granting the writof error, 
which is as follows: 

P Samuel Fielden presents to the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the State of Illinois a 
petition praying the allowance of a writ of error 
from the Supreme Court of the United States to 
the Supreme Court of the State of [linois to re- 
verse a judgmént entered by the latter court in 

the case of Fielaen et al. vs. The People, May 16, 
18898. Accompanying such petition is a transcript 
of the record and proceedings made and entered 
in the State Supreme Court, of which the follow- 
ing is a brief abstract; 

‘ At the March term, 1888, of the State Supreme 
Court, petitioner and others moved the court to 
g@mend the record of a judgment entered therein 
Sept. 14, being one of the days of the Septem- 
er term, 1887, in the case of Spies et al. vs. The 
People, pending an error to the Criminal Court of 
Cook County, by striking out the recita) in the 
record that “On this day came egain the parties, 
@tc.,”" and’to so Change and alter the record as 
‘that it should appear on the face thereof that at 
the time the judgment in that case was rendered | 
atte aoe im error, nor any horeitherof them, 
we fact present in that court. The ¢on- 
siaeration of this motion . was con- 
tinued to the September term, 1888, of 
the court, when it was overruled. At the March 
term, 1889, the parties moved for leave to amend 
their original mbtion. and supported the same by 
certain affidavits showing that the plaintiffs in 
error in the case of Spies et al. vs. The People 
were not, nor Wefe any or either of them, per- 
sonally present when the final judgment‘in that 
case was entered. Th's motion was also over. 
ruled; and thereafter, at the same term of court, 
a rehearing of such motion was prayed for and 
denied. Leave was then asked to tender a bill 
of exceptions embodying the several motions, 
affidavits, and rulings of the court thereon, which 
was also denied; and the opinion of the court, 
by Schofield, J., was filed and the judgment of 
the court entered May 16, 1888 (Mielden et al 
vs. The People, 128 Til., 595.) : 

It was stated in that opinion that the purpose 
of the proposed: amendment of the record, as 
was learned from the argument of counsel, was 
to make it appear by the record that the plaint- 
ifs in error in the case of Spies et al. vs. The 
People had been deprived of an important con- 
stitutional right—that of being present when the 
court rendered final judgmént affirming the judg- 
ment of the Criminal Court of Cook County, con- 
tending that without their presence such judg- 
ment could nét be pronounced. And the decision 
of the court was placed upon two grounds: First, 
that, as insisted by plaintiffs in ercor, if the 
amendment was made and the right to be pres- 
ent existed, the amendment would be in 
derogation of the judgment; and that as 
the motion was cot made until a term 
of court subsequent to the term when the judg- 
ment was rendered the court had lost jurisdic- 
tion; and, second, that the rizht to be present in 
the Appellate Court did not exist, and therefore 
the amenament, if, made, would be inconsequen- 
tial, and would not affect the rights of the par- 
ties to the judgment. 

The record presented with this petition relates 
solely to the proceed.nes and judgment of the 
State Supreme Court had end entered subse- 
quent to the original judgment, end the granting 
of the writ here prayed for can only bring up for 
review in the Federal Court, should its jurisdic- 
tion be sustained, the single question of the right 
of the petitioner to have the record of the origi 
nul juagment amended at the time bis applica- 
tion therefor was made. 

The autbority of the Chief Justice of the State 
Court vo allow e writ of error, as here asked, is 
given by section 999 of the Revised Statutes of 
the United States, where it is provided that 
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Mr. Bonfield wants to meet the caller.

Then the 
doors to a side room are opened and the Cap- 
THe TRIBUNE correspondent 
and Jonn Bonfleld and Jesse Barton dis- 
cussed the situation in allite bearings this 
morning. The day was chilly and gloomy 
anyway, and the bent of the conver- 
sauen was in keeping with the sur- 
roundings. There wasn’t much in the 
room. A table, three chairs, two pairs 
of rubber boots, temporarily unoccupied, 
a big pile of a certain newspaper printed ia 
Chicago containing matter friendly ia its 
tone to the Mormons, a few cigar-stumps, and 
three men. The Captain sat at the head of 
the table and when Tuz Trisune correspond- 
ent entered he was reading reports of some 
of his operations, Jesse Barton had just re- 
ceived a big batch of letters from Uhicago 
and was looking them over. When thess 
gentlemen had finished the pervaal of the 
missives they folded the same and put them 
away in their pockets. Then they lowered 
their feet from tne table to the floor, and the 
exercises began. 

SORKY FOR THE SAINTS. 

Mr. Bonfield in fait Lake and Mr. Bonfielé 
in Chicago are; not tne same men. No one 
who ever knew Yohn Bonfield in the East 
could believe this was the same man by some 
called “John the Clubber.” At home it 
could not be the determined Capt. Bonfield 
who never knew what it was to forgive an 
injury or overlook a criminal offense. He is 
as mellow as a peach out here, and Tue TRIB- 
UNE man doubted his senses as he heard Jonn 
Bonfield say he really believed the Mormons 
were being persecuted.

TEARS IN HIS EYES. 

Mr. Bonfield was quite sad, his voice was 
ful: of feeling and sympathetic and at times 
its tones quite husky, In tne inner corner of 
nis lefteye up against his nose there gatb- 
ered a big tear. It increased in size until it 
got as big asa white alley marble, .when it 
suddenly burst from its moorings and started 
down Mr. Bonfieid’s nose. He quickly caught 
it near the home base on the tip of his nose 
and mopped it up. The tear was coming 
with the velocity of a bullet fired from arifie. 
If Mr. Bonfield had not cavturea the water- 
spout it would have knocked a big hole in 
the floor. Mr. Bonfiela heaved a sigh that 
would have collapsed a bellows, and, putting 
on his hat and coat, said he believed he would 
go and keep an appointment, and he went. 

This is the greatest country on earth, this 
Utah country. Think of Capt. Bonfield ex. 
pressing sorrow for the Mormons! One can 
never tell what one will do when one geté 
west of the Missouri River. Jesse Barton 
remained in the room and spoke of the situa- 
tion in its legal status.

THE WHIRLIGIG OF TIME. 

Some years ago the Mormons erected a 
theater here. Brigham Youngsaid when ‘it 
was first thrown open to the public that no 
Gentile should ever profane if with his pres- 
ence. One of the apostles who made tne 
prayer at its dedication called upon 
the Lord to strike dead any Gentile that at- 
tempted to erter the house. The business of 
the Sait Lake Theater was conducted og 
singular principles. The Mormons bad no 
money, but got into the theater by barter and 
trade. A fixed vaiue was made on turnips, 
carrots, cabbages, and other garden truck. 
These vegetables were taken to the theater 
and paid in for admission. Then they 
went to the tithing house, where’ Mor- 
mons took them, and settled with the thea- 
ter people in money. Presently the 
Gentiles camg along and tnsy had money. 
The Mormons rather reluctantiy admitted 
them to the house, but they had to tlock by 
themselves in the pit. Last nicht the Lab- 
eral party held a mass-meeting in Brigham 
Young’s opera-house, the first time a Gen- 
tile political gathering has met witnin- its 
walls. Th principal speaker was John M. 
Young, son of Brigham Young’s brotner, 
and the Liberal candidate for the Marshal- 
ship of Sait Laaze. The chagrin of the Mor- 
mons is not to be wondered at. A Gentile 
meeting in Brigham Young’s dpera-house 
and one of Brigham’s nephews a candidate 
for Marshal on the Gentile ticket! It is 
enough to make Brigham Young rise from 
the dead.

An unusually large iobby and a packed 
gallery frequently interrupted the proveed- 
ings of the Council last evening with mani- 
festations of approval or disapproval of the 
votes and speeches of various Aldermen. 
The lobbyists were unusually active. They 
crowded in among the Aldermen to suggest 
amendments to the West Side Rapid Transit 
“1.” ordinance, which was thé subject un- 
der consideration. They pleaded with Al- 
dermen to change their votes. In some in- 
stances they threatened. 

Ald. MoGillen, who was in the chair, tried 
to preserve order, but did not succeea. He 
faiied to enforce tne rule against lobbyists, 
though Ald. Horner calied nis attention to it. 
The Aldermen themselves buttonholed one- 
another and did some bulldozing inw the

It was then about half past 10 o’clock. Ald.

The suburban Aldermen 
wanted to go home. The respectabie Alder- 
men were disgusted. The Chairman put the 
motion to~gdjourn and deciared it carried 
without asking for a roll-call. 

It was the most disorderly meeting of the 
Council this year, and that is saying much. 
The “L”’ road people seemed to have a ma- 
jority of the Aldermen with wem, but the 
majority was not an earnest or 
hearty one. The opponents of the 
ordimance were well led by Harris, Horver, 
and Whelan, while the supporters were 
bad)y handled. Ald, Mills seemed to be in 
charge, but hoe lost control of himself and 
his followers, and made speeches that were 
entirely too long.

The result of the evening’s work was to 
undo what was dove last Monday evening.

NORTH DAKOTA’S LEGALIZED LOTTERY. 


The Bill Sure to Pass, Even Over Gov. 
Miller’s Veto tf Necedaeary. 

Brsmarcx, N. D., Feb. 6.—([Special.|—The 
Sandager Lottery bill, allowing lotteries to 
do business in the State provided they pay 
$75,000 per annum into tne State Treasury 
for tne first fifteen years and $150,000 annu- 
ally for the second fifteen years, was trans- 
mitted to the House today, and a number of 
remonstrances against i¢ and petitions in its 
favor were read. Its opponents filibuagered 
this evening in the hope of delaying on, 
but they were outvoted and the bill will be 
reached for its first and second reading to- 
morrow. 

e The bill giving voters the right to express 
their preference for United States Senators 
has been virtually killed. 

North Dakota is completely beside itself on 
the proposed transfer of the Louisiana Lot 
tery from New Orleans to Bismarck. Noth- 
ing else is being talked about in any section 
of the State. The passage of the measure 
last night by the Senate by a vote of 22 tos 
—more than enough to override the Govern- 
or’s veto—clearly indicates what is coming. 
The Legislature has been given the most 
careful attention by ex-Senator Spencer of 
Alabama, the attorney for the Louisiana Lot- 
tery company, and itis practically certain 
that the Rouse will pass the bili by a vote so 
large that the action of Gov. Miller will b® 
without effect. Sec. 1 of the measure, which 
covers the important points, is as follows: 

Any lottery heretofore organized, incorporat 
and establiehed in any other State of the Uni 
States, whose sole purpose or one of whose 
purposes shall have been to provide means for 
either educational or charitable purposes, or 
poth, and having a paid up — of $100,000 or 
more, May carry on business this State and 
may become a domestic body corporate 
therein on somplyas with the terms 
ana provisions o this act. Provided, 
that said corporation shall be in actual exist 
ence as such foreign corporation at the time of 
filing the certificate hereinafter required, and 
that it shail havea valid charter duly granted by 
the Legislature or recognized by the Constitu- 
tion of such State, and that during a period: of 
twenty years it shall have paid annually, accora- 
ing to the provisions of its charter. to the State of- 
ficer or to the institution in said charter for edu- 
cational or charitable purposes, or both, at least 
the sum of $75,000. 

Among the champions of the bill are Judge 
McConnell of Fargo and Judge Rose of 
Jamestown, and nine-tenths of the leading 
papers of the State. The Bismarck 7ridune 
favors the scheme in the following language: 

Revenue secured by ge ts better than by 
begging, better than bonding or borrowing, 
better than confiscatory taxation, better than 
the delinquent tax list, better than by extending 
the time for the payment of taxes, better than 
mortgage foreclosure, better than seed-wheat 
liens or chattels, better than a continuation of 
the present condition of affairs and the impend- 
ing deficiency in the State Treasury. 

It is informai'y announced that the Louisi- 
ana company will give $10,000 cash to the 
seed wheat fund immediately upon the bill 
becoming a law. The bill is supposed to 
bave been drawn in New York City. While 
it does not mention the Louisiana Lottery 
the first section shows that no other institu- 
tion of chance can comply with the condi- 


tions. \ 

A telegram from \Grand Forks says that 
twenty-five telegrams from business-men 
and the petition of 200 taxpayers will be sent 
in tomorrow favoring the bili. Petitions were 
received from Jamestown, Valley City, and 
Sanborn all favoring the bill. Bankers and 
editors are the most priene it. It is claimed 
that wholesale men fa both Minneapolis and 
St. Paul are advising its adoption for the 
sake of revenue to the State. The general 
dépression and conditon of the Treasury 
work in its favor. The moral phase is 
more or less ignored, and it is principally 
discussed as a revenue measure. There are 
all sorts of charges of corruption, but none 
of them bave been traced home. It is said 
that the heavy lobby which has been at work 
oh the scheme since early December has 
bribed the newspapers and correspondents 
to say nothing about it, and a Bismarck 
banker claims he was offered a devosit 
larger than his.aggregate deposits to be made 
at once not to draw interest, and to continue 
indefinitely, provided he would work for the 
bill.

WATERS SLOWLY RECEDING IN OREGON. 


No Fears of Farther Damage at Portiand 
—No Rallroad Communication Yet. 

PoRTLAND, Ore., Feb. 6.—The river is fall- 
ing slowly today, and all fear of serious local 
damage from the flood is past. The water 
reached the highest point—twenty-eight feet 
four inches—at 6 o’clock this morning. Since 
then it has fallen four inches im the channel. 
This is the highest water in the history of 
ve city. The railroads are still badly biock- 

ed. 

Reports from points on the Willamette 
River indicate that the river is falling rapid- 
ly. Detailed reports of the damage above 
will be slow to come in on account of the in- 
terruption to telegraphic communication. 
The most serious loss will be from the de- 
struction of bridges, which seem to have 
been swept away everywhere. The largest 
towns in the valley are well above high 
water, and only the small and unimportant 
buildings bave been carried away. 

At Saiem about sixty houses tave been 
swept away and many persons were driven 
from their homes, though as far as known no 
lives have been lost. Along the river bot- 
toms considerable of the live stock has been 
drowned and large quantities of grain and 
hay destroyed.

AGE OF PERICLKs IN GREEK ART, 


Mr. Lorado Taft Lectures Before the Art 
Iastitate on Phidias and the Parth enon. 


Mr. Lorado Taft began his series of Thursday 
evening lectures at the Art Institute last night 
by addressing a large audience on “The Age of 
Pericles—Pahidias and the Parthenon.” He said 
that the Greeks had been compared to a hive of 
bees, which sends out its swarms into the world 
seeking what treasure they may find, and bring- 
ing back ite essence to the hive. He spoke of 
the sctools of art which existed in Greece long 
before Pericles, and of Myron and his statue of a 
cow, which wae 80 realistic that it deceived other 

ows. 
t About 600 B. C. Phidias was born, and not long 
afier came the memorabie batties of Marathon, 
Salamis, and then .Thermopylea. This des- 
rate werfare, oddly enough, seems to 
ave bad no effect upon Phidias, whose 
work has little trace of the  mertial 
spirit. About the first commission which we 
know that he received was for the great statue 
of Zeus at Olympia. Tais, his first famous work, 
was a coiossal seated figure of the god placed in 
the temple erected to him. His aim was to make 
the expression both benign and terrible, and 
travelers of eurlier times said that no one who 
bad seen it could imagine any other Zeus. In 
408 A. D. this temple and its priceless contents 
were destroyed by fire. 

Phidias was provabiy called from Olympia to 
Athens after the completion of this statue, and 
the entire sculptural work of the Parthenon was 
placed in his bands, This temple, which wus 
one of the magnificent improvements which Per- 
icles had planned for Athens, was the largest in 
Greece, and.in grace and beauty bas never since 


been equaled, Only a few ruins of it remain, the’ 


Romans having begun the devusiation by plun- 
dering it of its gold and silver. Atterwards it 
was turned into @ Catholic Church, out in 1458 
Athens Wae taken by the Turks, and they in their 
turn used the Parthenon for a place of worship. 
In the seventeenth century, during a miserable 
fight between the Turks and the Venetians, the 
former. Who believed that tneir oppooents used 
the temple for an arsenal, blew it to atoms. Aft- 
er this horrible vandulism the Venetians stole 
many fragments of sculpture and much or it 
also was burned by the Athenians in order to 
make lime of it. 

Aitho it 1s known that Phidias planned the 
entire decoration of the Parthenon and made the 
great statue of Pallas Athene not a single cree: 
ment remaime tous which is certainly by hb 
hand. Upon Athene’s shield he is supposed to 
have placed portraits of himself and of Pericies 
and for this trivial affront to the gods he was 
afterwards arrested andrthrown into prison. 

Mr. Taft’s iecture was beautifully illustrated 
by the stereopticon. Next Thursday evening he 
will iectare — * Praxitieles, Scopas, and the 
Sculptors of ir Time.”

I donot know 
of any one who is going crazy, exactly, as a farm- 
er’s wife in Beadie County told Nora Marks was 
the case, but they are badly enough off to make 
just such extravagant remarks when they get to 
tal about it. 

“It Nora Marks had said that some money- 
lenders in South Dakota towns were already mad 
she would bave bit the najllonthe bead. They're 
pretty mad because the true state of affairs is 
getting aired.” 

“Senator Pettigrew says these stories of 
destitution are faise,"’ was suggested 

“Well, Senator Pettigrew is a well-informed 
man, well enough informed to ow the condi- 
tion of things in Sout Dakota, and I venture to 
say thai there is suffering within the shadow of 
his own home in Minnebaha County, which 
borders Miner County on the southeast. The 
crcps were decidedly short in Minnehaha County. 
Itis not altogether the sharks and high-rate 
mortgage men who are interested in keeping the 
truth from being known. There are solid busi- 
ness-men there who want to sell ana get ovwh, and 
this spoils their chances..
